PLUNKETT URGES 
IRISH FARMERS

DUBLIN, May 18.—[Tribune Radio. }

from the United States, where he 
studied agricultural conditons, sent a 
letter to the Irish Agricultural Organi- 
zation association today saying that 
when peace comes Ireland’s recovery 
will depend on the development of its 
agricultural resources.

THE STAIN OF HERRIN. 


Gov. Small’e explanation before the investigat- 
ing committee of his lack of preventive action in 
conmection with the Herrin massacre may be sat- 
isfactory to his apologists. We doubt that it will 
be satisfactory to relatives or friends of the score 
of murdered men, to the decent minority in 
Williamson county, -or to the citizens of Illinois 
who feel that they have been stained by this 
stain upon the state. 

The duty of maintaining peace and order in any 
community rests first upon the officials of that 
community. When they break down it rests 
upon the state, and primarily upon the goyernor. 
In the Herrin tragedy the chief local law enforce 
ment officer, the sheriff, was immediately respons- 
ible. Blected by the miners, he not only failed 
to preserve peace and order, but in effect played 
into the hands of the murderous mob. It became 
evident very early in the‘strained situation there 
that he would not or could not function. 

Gov. Small had information to that effect. It 
then automatically became his duty to see that 
peace was preserved. He now explains that “ Col. 
Hunter did all he knew how fo do to prevent 
riots,” and that “the départment is not to blame 
for what happened.” Such explanation f& not 
sufficient to clear the state administration of re- 
‘sponsibility. ae 
The facts are plain. The local officers of 
Williamson county proved their unwillingness or 
inability to do their duty. The governor was 
notified. He had the power and was chatged with 
the responsibility of Coing what the local author- 
ities were failing to do. te that, more than 
a score of men jwere brutally murdered. The 
governor’s self approval of his own position cannot 
get him or his administration out from under the 
shadow of those facts. =.

THE AMERICANISM OF THE 
GHETTO JEWS. 

Chicago, May 14.~As a rule I have 
found myself in thorough agreement 
with the content of your splendid edi- 
torials.. However, I find that I am at 
odds with you on your leading editorial 
of yesterday, entitled, “ For Our Amer- 
joan Heritage.” I feel that you put al- 
together too much stress on Mr. Burton 
Hendrick’s “The Menace of the Polish 
Jew.” Mr. Hendrick ts not, under any 
circumstances, an authority on matters 
Jewish. As a matter of fact, in his last 
two articles he was absolutely, though 
consistently, wrong. This, of course, is 
no place to go into details, but.I want 
to call your. attention to the fact that 
Just as there is a minority of un-Ameri- 
caniged east European Jews, I want to 

© you that by far the larger ma- 
jorif{y are thoroughly American in their 
sympathies. I want to recall to you the 
fact that during the last war the east 
side of New York and the west side of 
Chicago subscribed more for Liberty 
bonds and furnished more soldiers pro- 
portionately than any other single group 
in the country. I can say to you, out of 
my own experience in war work, that 
among the thousands of. immigrant 
Jews with whom I came in contact, both 
in the army and out of it, there were 
only the fewest who expressed them- 
selves in a way which deserved condem- 
nation. 
It is true that the un-Americanized 
Jew today as other un-Americanized 
foreigners, make a great deal. of noise, 
but that ought not to be mistaken “for 
substance. When you say that “ segré- 
gated by their own preference in Jewish 
communities, they are almost immune to 
American influences,” you make a very 
radical and unprovable statement. Had 
you said that the aged east Muropean 
Jew is immune to Americanism, you 
would be nearer correct, though you 
would find thatgthese are no exception 
to the general rule of older immigrants. 
If you should make a trip through those 
states which are settled by foreigners, 
and where the older geéneration has 
not gone to its reward, you would 
find a surprising amount of wun- 
assimilativeness among those who come 
to our shores. The rule of reason 
ought to apply to the realm of the 
social world as it does in other in- 
stances, and it is not to be expected 
that men and women who came to Amer. 
ica after they had passed middle age, 
would assimilate as quickly as they 
who come in their youth But the men- 
tal and physical inability to become 
assimilated does not argue that they 
are anti-American in theught and aspir- 
ation and in the hopes that they have 
for their children; And, I believe that 
you are mistaken when you confuse one 
with the other. 
if you will undertake aw investigation 
of the alleged. unassimilated and un- 
Americanized east European immigrant

Jews, you will find, as I have found is 
my own experience, that the number @f 
those who are anti-American is small, 
our country has nothing to fear from 
them, and the Americanized Jews, beth 
foreign and rative, have them im hand 
to such an extent that they can do op 
harm. I carry no brief for the Polish 
or the Russian or other European Jews 
I feel that it has become 

stylish since the rise of anti-Semitin 
and Fordism to “ knock” the east Ban. 
pean Jew. Yet I find that among the 
leading Jewish ministers, editors, pre 
fessional men, business men, and ede 
cators, dre immigrants of the newer 
generation and those very sons and 
daughters, who, to all intent, should 
have inherited the alleged bolshevistie 
and anti-American ideals from thélr 
parents. They are not anti-Americans, 
nor are their elders. 

I regret that your editorial, though 
not so intended, will feed the flames of 
an already too intense prejudice. Ow 
post war hysteria has a faculty for 
alchemizing the slightest faults’ into the 
destructive vices, and I fear that thos 
who are looking to keep replenished 
their quiver of poison arrows, will fin€ 
new supplies in your editorial. 

I write you this because, as I sal 
while your editorials are uniformly @- 
cellent, this one is a somewhat irritating 
exception.

Winston Churchill’s “The World's 
Crisis” has naturally been the most 
discussed book since my last letter. 
Probably the majority of thinking Eng- 
lishmen regard Winston Churchill as 
an exceedingly dangerous politician. 
But there is a consensus of critical 
opinion that his life of his father is 
the best political biography in the lan- 
guage, and there is little question that 
“The World's Crisis” is the best place 
of historical writing that the war has 
produced. 

Winston Churchill ig.a literary artist, 
one of the small band of English poli- 
ticlans who are at the same time men 
of letters that includes Disraeli and 
Lord Morley. But to students of af- 
fairs “The World’s Crisis” is a terri- 
fying performance. From reading it, 
it would seem that its author, in whose 
impulsive hands the destiny of the na- 
tion rested to a very large extent, thor- 
oughly enjoyed the war.
